We have listed the colors. It is almost impos- 
sible to give an understandable description of 
each color, as different people understand descrip- 
tions differently. Every plant has a different tint 
or shade to the color of the blossom when seen 
together. The foliage as well is different on each 
variety. The Supremes and Duponts have heavy 
hairy quilted foliage. 


These plants show a difference in appearance 
when grown in different environment. At times 
there is such a difference in appearance that a 
plant will look almost like another variety. Every 
difference in location, moisture, soil, feeding, etc. 
will make a difference in the general appearance 
of the plant. 


EPISCIA Viridifolia: Cool light green foliage with 
scarlet flowers. This is a rare Gesneraceae; 


bears its blossoms generously from the base of 
the stems. $2.00. 


AFRICAN VIOLETS 

ADMIRAL: The flower shows some red so that 
the color is more purple than blue; plant grows 
compact and not so large. Leaves a rich green 
with neat pointed and quilted leaves. $1.00. 

AMETHYST: (west coast). Flowers are dainty 
fine lavender, noted for its abundance of blos- 
soms, thrown up in large clusters. Plant a very 
beautiful moss green, foliage soft and plushy 
with notched edges. One of the best. $1.25. 

AMETHYST AMAZON: A _ beautiful lavender 
blossom produced freely; foliage resembles 
Dupont foliage. This is an unusual Amazon, 
both in foliage and wealth of bloom. $1.50. 

BLUE BOY IMPROVED: Flowers large, deep 
viclet blue and produced in large numbers. Leaf 
ovate, rather flat, edges generally show a ten- 
dency to turn down, foliage a fresh deep green. 
One cf the best. $1.00. 

BLUE BIRD: Flowers deep violet blue, long ta- 
pering petals. Leaf large medium green, slight- 

ly ribbed, rosy underneath. $1.00. : 

BLUE BOY SUPREME: Fowers very large, deep 
violet blue, broad petals held slightly above 
foliage. Leaf broad, ovate, large _ scallops. 
Sometimes this feature does not appear at once 
in young plants. $1.25. 

BLUE GIRL COMPACTA: Foliage different, very 
short heavy stems, leaves grow in a low mound 
like a pincushion, has regular Blue Girl leaf and 
blessom with white spot at base of leaf. $1.25. 

BLUE GIRL: Flowers a deep violet blue; leaf 
broad, notched, with pale, almost white spots 
at base of leaf. Has leaf indentations. A beau- 
tiful plant. $1.00. 

BLUE GIRL SUPREME: Flowers are a_ very

rich dark violet blue, often measuring more 
than 2 in. in diameter and slightly cupped. Thick 
hairy, notched leaves with large light spot at 
base of leaves. $1.25. 


BLUE TREASURE: Flowers clear blue and of 


medium size. Flowers produced in greatest 
abundance. One of the best. Foliage medium 
long stemmed deep green and hairy. Likes full 
light. $1.00 


BLUE No. 32. Flowers shows tints of red, so the 


blossom looks quite reddish in clusters standing 
over the plant. Foliage is a fine medium green 
which gives the flower the best possible back- 
ground color; blossoms profusely. $1.25.

DUPONT LAVENDER PINK: Flowers pale lav- 
ender with a bi-color tendency. Leaf ovate al- 
most round with regular scallops; flowers very 
large and freely produced. $1.25. 

DOUBLE BLUE BOY: The dark blue double, 
same as Dutchess and others in the market. 
Blooms well; some flowers have a light back to 
the petals; Blue Boy foliage. $1.25. 

DOUBLE BIL.UE BOY SUPREME: Flowers very 
iarge and double. The dark purple blossoms 
stay on the plant for weeks at a time; leaves 
large, heavy and evenly notched. $1.50. 

DOUBLE ORCHID: Free flowering Orchid, holds 
flowers over a long period of time, blooms stand 


in clusters above the foliage. $1.75. 

DAINTY MAID: Flowers a good pink, stand up 
over the plant, with the light green foliage mak- 
ing a background that sets it off particularly 
well. Makes a neat medium sized plant. $1.00. 

DWARF ORCHID: Flowers a deep shade of or- 
chid and in abundance. Does not make a large 
plant, but grows compact; foliage resembles 
Blushing Lady. $1.00.

FREIDA: Flowers a velvety deep maroon color, 
foliage stands up well a smooth glossy deep 
green color, leaf has smooth edge sometimes 
flushed red underleaf. $1.25. 

FOR-GET-ME-NOT: Choice large light blue 
flower, profuse bloomer. Foliage medium

HOOSIER SPORT: ‘True blue flowers in abun- 
dance, clusters stand up over the foliage, young 
laves often spooned and lay flat in crown of 
plant, leaves thin deep green and slightly quilt-

HEAVENLY BLUE: Fine light blue flower, plant 
is in Oonontha reminder, profuse blooming and 
a very good plant. $1.00.

Directions for Making a Thorough Kill of Insects 

on Plants with N.N.O.R. Spray Solution 
Prepare enough N.N.O.R. solution in a pail to 
completely cover plant. Have water cool and add 

2 teaspoonsfull of the N.N.O.R. to each gallon of 

water; set plants in this solution and leave until 

soil quits bubbing in the pot about three or four 
minutes. Remove plant and dry in shade; do not 
allow the sun to strike the wet leaves. Treat the 
plants three times if infested with insects, at in- 
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tervals of one week. Then spray once every two 
weeks to keep foliage clean and shining. Do not 
let solution stand for several hours before using, 
or plants will be injured; use as soon as mixed. 

In the use of N.N.O. R. spray it is 
very necessary to have a clean 
sprayer and one that can throw a 
penetrating spray, as it is important 
to spray with enough force to drive 
the solution into the plant. Insects 
must have spray strong enough to 
penetrate and wet them thoroughly.
